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$500,000 DAMAGE | 


IN OTTAWA FIRE 


Lightning Caused Big Blaze in 
Lumber District. 2650 Men 
Out Of Work. 


— 


Ottawa, July 26.—A disastrous fire 
destroyed millions of feet of valuable 
timber this morning. It did at 
least $500,000 damage, and there is an 
unconfirmed report that one man is 
missing. The fire began in the pro- 
perty of the W. C. Edwards lumbei 
coneern, of which Senator Edwards is 
the chief partner, and it was burned 
to the givound, as was also the plan* 
ing mill, factory, some office: build- 
ings and the Canadian library build 
ing and much lumber. which can- 
not be closely estimated. The loss 
to the Edwards Company will be 
$100,000, on which there is $200,000 
insurance. 

Crossing the road at New  Edin- 
burgh, the flames destroyed Folye’s 
Neal’s grocery store 
and No. 6 fire station, one of the 
most modern and best equipped in 
the city. 

Two residences were also burned. 
The mien factory owned by Russel 
Blackburn was burned down with 
about $50,000 worth of mica. A dozen 
streams played upon the flames but 
were powerless to control the con- 
flagration. which swept everything to 
the water’s edge._ The flames soared 
fifty feet in the air when they ate up 
the big dried pile of lumber. 

The fire is supposed to be the out- 
come of a bad electrical storm last 
night, Most of the firms concerned 
were insured, and it is probably a 
case of whore an Ottawa conflagratio"' 
hag again hit tne fire insurance com 
panies in a vital spot. The fire will 
throw several hundred men out of 
work, 

The wind was blowing northeast, 
and in this way the main mill was 
saved. Had the wind been in a 
westerly direction the whole mill, 
which is one of the most modern and 
best equipped in the Dominion, would 
have been totally destroyed. Some 
very fine new machinery was placed 
in the planing mill yesterday. The 
lumber piles are burning themselves 
out on the edge of the Ottawa River, 
which ig here joined by the Rideau, 

Mr. Gordon Edwards, who repre- 
sents the W. C. Edwards Co., says 
that the fire will throw about 250 men 
out of employment. He expresses 
the opinion that the fire was caused 
by lightning.

The big 
turbiner was reported off Fame Point 
at 4.30 o’clo¢ck this morning, and at 
8.30 o'clock the station at Martin 
River caught sight of the vessel as 
it sped inward. At that rate the 
Virginian should reach Rimouski 
about two o’clock. and after spending 
an hour discharging mails should 
reach Quebee betote midnight. The 
Virginian has been speeding across 
the Atlantic at an average speed of 
18 1-2 knots an hour. This trip is 
the fastest made by the Virginian, 
and when completed will have been 
the fastest yet made by an Allan 
boat.

T.P. CAMPS ARE ENTIRELY 
FREE FROM SERIOUS ILLNESS 


Chief Surgeon Hutchison Of Montreal Completes Tour Of In- 
spection Of Camps, Driving 320 Miles Along Grade From 


Saskatoon To Edmonton. 


Dr. Hislop Attributes 


Absence Of Iliness To Pure Water Supply. 


That there are no serious cases of 
illness among the two thousand odd 
men who are engaged in the grading 
work of the Grand Trunk Pacific be- 


tween Saskatoon and Edmonton, is 
, unmistakable evidence of the fact that 
the railway company is impressed 
with the paramount necessity of 
maintaining healthful conditions in 
the camps, 

It is a fact that in all the camps 
along this 320 miles of grade there 
is not a single case of serious illness, 

Dr, J, Alex, Hutchison, of Montreal, 
chief surgeon of-the G. T. P., com- 
pleted a periodical trip of inspection 
on Wednesday, having driven over the 
320 miles of the grade between Saska- 
toon and Edmonton and having vis- 
ited all the camps en route, From 
Saskatoon to Lake Manitou, Sask., 
Dr, Hutchison was accompanied be- 
tween these points by Dr, Leney, of 
Winnipeg. At Lake Manitou he was 
met. by Br. J. H. Hislop, of Edmon- 
ton, G. T. P. divisional surgeon for 
Alberta, who accompanied him from 


* the Jake to Edmonton. 


“The general health of the camps 
is excellent,” said Dr. Hislop to a 
Bulletin representative, “From a 
sanitary standpoint the conditions 
could not be well improved. It attri- 
bute the entire absence of serious ill- 
ness in the camps to the particular 
care taken in securing good water 
supplies, Every camp along the 
grade has made this the first consid. 
eration. li is a noticeable feature, 
but ghe results have demonstrated 
howgjimportant it is. 

“Bie camps are conducted, in so 
fares sanitation is concerned, on a 
basis similar to that in vogue in 
military camps. All refuse is either 
urned or buried,” 


There are four hospitals on the 
grade, and any men who become ill 
are removed to the nearest one of 
these and treated. The effort is to 
obviate the necessity of removing pa- 
tients to city hospitals. 

Between Edmonton and Sarkatoon 
there are fiiteen or sixteen medicat 
men engaged, These physicians are 
required to give their whole atten- 
tion to the supervision of the health 
of the various camps in their terri- 
tories, ‘ 

It is a remarkable fact that since 
the grading was commenced between 
Saskatoon and Edmonton no fatal or 
serious accident hes occurred, Im. 
munity from accident is in a large 
measure dug to the fact that the work 
is in the prairie country, 

There is an insistent rumor that 
the G. T. P. will make a strenuous 
effort to complete the grading to Ed- 
montoa this fall, From Saskatoon to 
Lake Manitou the grade is practically 
complete, and the work in Alberta is 
being pushed forward with all pos- 
sible speed, 

Work has been started on the Bat- 
tle river bridge. This will be a struc- 
ture 200 feet high, and will be over 
a mile in length. The steel portion 
will be 2,800 feet in length, and the 
wooden trestle work of the approaches 
2,600 feet. The trestle work will be 50 
feet high. 

The work both east and west of the 
Battle river is very heavy, and at 
the south of Manitou Jake there is a 
treemndous cut and fill. The whole 
contract is held by Foley, Lock & 
Larson, paite of it being sublet 
} The country in both Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, through which the G. T. 
P, runs is remarkably beautiful, and 
and there is an abundance of diminu 
tive lakes on every side,

W. E. COREY WILL 
LOSE HIS JOB 


Steel Trust Does Not Care For 
Giddy Conduct Of Mab- 
elle’s Victim. 


New York, July 26—From a high 
cMficial of the steel trust it is learnea 
that President William Ellis Corey, 
whose marriage to Mabelle Gilman, 
the actress, has caused international 
scandal, will be called so sharply to 
account for business dereliction that 
his immediate resignation is expect- 
ed, Corey and his bride are due to re- 
turn to this city next Saturday aboard 
the steamship Savoie. 

It was also learned that Corey may 
not, aiter all, be so loth to retire, in- 
asmuch as he has won a neat fortune 
of about $10,000,000 in Wall Street in 
the last few months. 

When Corey sailed for Europe last 
May his honeymoon, it was  under- 
stood that he would be back to his 
desk in 71 Broadway by the end of 
Juns, so that he could take charge 
of the vast interests, before Judge 
Garey, chairman of the executive 
board, took his summer vacation. 

Judge Gary, after twice postponing 
his vacation, in the expectation that 
the bridegroom would return to work, 
finally sailed for Europe on Tuesday 
of last week. 

Sinee the beginning of the year Cor- 
ey is said to have been away from 
his office four out of seven mouths. 
Many of the directors who stood by 
Presideut Corey through the storm 
of criticism whieh rained upon him 
as the result of his matrimonal ex- 
periences are now said to have refus- 
ed his their further support. 

The talk that Mrs. Corey has indue- 
ed her husband to build a theatre 
for her that’ she may appear as a 
star when the whim prompts her, has 
also helped to stir up hostility 
against her husband in the trust’s di- 
rectorate. That she has frequently 
pleaded with him to let her go back 
on the stage is a report which has 
been printed in the Paris papers, 

The man whom Wall street regards 
as the logical successor to Corey is 
Alva C, Dinkey, president of the Car 
negie company. There is said to 
have been an agreement when the 
Carnegie company was brought into 
the trust that the latter should take 
its presidents from the former. So far 
this agre@nrent has been kept, both 
Schwab and Corey having been Car- 
negie heads before being elevated to 
the presidency of the United States 
Stee! corporation,

FINANCIAL JUGGLING. 

With Ottawa's Sinking Funds. 

Auditor Claims Misuse, 


Ottawa, July 25.—There is much 
perturbation in Ottawa over the fact 
that City Auditor Cluff has entered a 
vigorous criticism of civie financial 
methods. It is not claimed that any 
moneys have been misappropriated in 
the ordinary sense of the term, but 
-«at parts of sinking funds have been 
utilized fer purposes of general re- 
venue. The municipui act is very 
strict in its provisions about sinking 
funds, the bondholders’ guarantees 
being provided: and left alone. What 
has been used from them is what has 
been called “surpluses.” 

The auditor holds that there is no 
such thing as such surpluses, at 
least, not until «ne debentures have 
expired and been paid off. The use 
of such moneys this year is’ nothing 
new, It has been going on for sever- 
al years. and is responsible for what 
has been called the ‘sleeve account.” 

Year after year it has looked as 
though there would be an even break 
in the finances, or a deficit, but sud- 
denly at election time more or less 
handsome surpluses would appear. 
It has caused some people to claim 
credit for judicial financial adminis- 
tration, when, according to the audi- 
tor, the reverse was the case.

HE STANDS BY 
HIS CRITICISM 


Orangeman Chaplain Walsh Re- 
peats Charge That Borden 
Made False Statements.

Winnipeg, July 25—Rev. W, Walsh, 
grand chaplain of the Orange order, 
and ‘rector of Christ’s chureh in 
Brampton, Ont,, is in the city from 
Vancouver, where he attended the 
annual meeting of the Supreme 
Grand lodge of the order for British 
America, During the progress of the 
meetings in Vancouver Mr. Walsh 
was reported to have made a severe 
attack on R. L. Borden, the leader 
of the opposition in the Dominion 
house, When scen at th Royal Alex. 
andta he was asked in reference to 
the statements which he was report- 
ed to have made, Replying, Mr,Walsh 
said :— 

“What I said at the meeting in 
Vancouver was in answer to state. 
ments made in the house at Ottawa 
by Mr. Borden, 

“When I criticise Mr, Borden, as T 
do, you will remember that I am an 
6ut-and-out party man. I was born 
a Tory, T have always been a Tory 
and I expect to remain a Tory. IT am 
not a hidebound Conservative, but I 
am a strong party man, 

Statements Not True. 

“Now in a party there are always 
diverse elements, and it is essential 
that concessions should be made to 
all these elements. You have Jews 
Catholies, Protestants, British-born, 
Canadian-born,American-born,in both 
the parties, and you must make al 
lowance for all of these, In the 
course of the debate in the house in 
Ottawa, Sam Hughes referred to the 
arrival in Canada of certain French 
Priests who had been expelled from 
France, and quoted in his remarks 
well known lines suggestin the condi- 
tion of a country that was cursed with 
ecclesiastical tyranny. R, L. Borden 
in dealing with the matter and other 
related matters, went into the ques. 
tion very fully and made many 
statements which were not true in 
fact, which were not pertinent, and 
which were an insult to every Protest- 
aut clergyman in the Dominion. 

“Mr, Boxdien would. have been per- 
fectly justified, under the circum. 
stances, in saying all the kind things 
which he could say in reference to 
the Catholic church, That would 
have been perfectly right and justifi- 
able. But if what Mr, Borden, the 
leader of the Conservative party in 


the house, said was true, then every 
Protestant clergyman in the world 
has been talking claptrap ever since 
the Reformation, Of statements of 
this class, made by the recognized 
leader of the party in the house it 
appeared to me that we were bound 
to take cognizance, I am with one 
exception the oldest member of the 
Grand lodge, and I feit that it was 
my right as well as my duty to say 
what was in my mind to say on that 
occasion.”’

TO FIGHT EARLY 
CLOSING BY-LAW 


City Merchants Will Leave No 
Stone Unturned To Prevent 
its Operation. 


A number of the merchants of the 
city are deetrmined to leave no stone 
unturned to defeat the early closing 
by-law now in force, and it is the 
present fntention, if an adverse de- 
cision is given here, to carry the 
Case to the highest courts, 

This morning the test case against 
8. Nankin for conducting auction 
sales at his jewelery store within the 
prescribed hours came up and was 
set down for hearing before Magis- 
trate Cowan next Monday at 10,30 
a.m, 

The case for the city is being con- 
dueted by Mr. Newell, and the defen- 
dant is represented by James D 
Hyndman, of the firm of Dawson and 
Hyndman, 

The prosecution will simply content 
themseives with proving a sale within 
the hours in which the stores are to 
be kept closed. 

On the other hand, the defense. will 
likely produce a large number of wit- 
nesses, between twenty and thirty in 
all, to show that the by-law is hurt- 
ful to: trade, that ic has cut down 
their business greatly, and is most 
oppressive in its provisions. 

Among the points upon which the 
de‘ence will rely are: 

1. That the by-law is not in ac. 
cordance wiih the powers given the 


| city by the amended charter. 


2. That the by-law is unreasonable 
and oppresses and restricts trade and 
to public policy and common law. 

3. That the by-law. discriminates 
between different trades in allowing 
some to keep open while others must 
Close, 

There are a number of other pointe 
which Mr. Hyndman will urge in 
opposition to the by-law. but these he 
is not prepared to disclose before the 
hearing of the case.

STORM COMPLETELY TIES 


IS VOLIVA OF ZION 
GOING INSANE ? 


His Strange Acts Astonish 
Hearers And Alarm His 
Friends. 


Cheago, July 25.—Wilbur Glen 
Voliva, leader of the seceding raction 
of the Christian Catholic Chureh, as- 
tonished his followers yesterday at 
the close of his sermon in a tent just 
outside the limits of Zion City by 
divesting himself of collar and tie 
while he stood upon the platform and 
cfumpling them up and throwing them 
on the floor, tied « handkerchief 
around his neck. Without explain- 
ing his action or commenting on 1t 
he then directed one of his elders to 
continue the service. 

Voliva’s action was 80 extraordin- 


ary that some of his admirers feared 

iit he was ill, and after thte ser- 
vice they inquired anxiously about 
his health. He denied that he was 
ill. In spite of his assertions grave 
apprehensions were felt concerning 
him, 

It is known that Voliva has been 
under a severe strain for many 
months, in fact, ever since he came 
to Zion. His fight to obtain con- 
trol of the church and his ultimate 
displacement have weighed heavily 
upon him, and some fear that the 
burden has been almost too great for 
him to bear. The fears of his friends 
have been increased by his extra- 
vagant assertions of yesterday. 

“Ll put that receiver out of bus!- 
ness,"’ he is reported to have said, in 
reviewing the action of Receiver 
Hately in ordering the suspension of 
Leaves of Healing 

Dr. Speicher is declared to have 
stated eeveral weeks ago that Voliva 
was suffering from meglomania—an 
ambition for great things. It is said 
that Voliva’s father and one of his 
brouners were insane, The former 
was an attorney and the latter re- 
sided in Zion City for a time, fol- 
lowing the assumption of control of 
affairs there by Voliva. 

It was announced by Voliva that a 
meeting of all of the creditors of 
Zion would be held Saturday evening 
for the purpose of discussing a plan 
whereby a settlement could be ob- 
tained. In this connection it— is 
stated that atrangements are being 
made to sell the lace factory. and it 
is expected the deal will be closed 
within a few days, Experts have 
been looking over the plant for 
several days, and it is said that fol- 
lowing their roport an application for 
an order of sale will be made. 

A move which is said to have been 
for the purpose of forcing Voliva to 
discontinue using the name of the 
church was made at Springfield when 
an application was filed for ineorpora* 
tion papers for the Christian Catho- 
lie Church in Zion. O, L. Sprecher, 
Cart A, Kristofferson and Louise 
Huber (white), and George W. Slater, 
jnr., Mr. Neeley and Mr. Graham 
(colored) signed the application. The 
white petitioners were induced — by 
Overseer Lewis to withdraw their 
names, on the ground that it was con- 
trary to the tenets of the church, and 
objections will be made to the grant- 
ing of the papers.

Of medium height, light build, dss 
complexioned, with keen eyes, a firm 
chin, and a quiet. but alert mannef 
rather retiring in his disposition, and 
sometimes a trifle absent in his man< 
ner as befits a deep thinker, but at 
the same time a most approachable 
and kindly man with a. good consti- 
tution hardened by his life as an engi- 
neer and with an ernomous capacity 
and istinet liking for hard work, 
Mr. M. H. MacLeod, the recently ap- 
pointed general manager of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway, is a man 
peculiarly fitted for the great respon- 
sibility which he has undertaken. 

Knows the Line Thoroughly. 

No man knows better than himself 
the strong factors, the weak pointe 
and the needs of the enormous and 
complicated machine, which he has 
undertaken to guide, and no man ir 
better qualified to establish the strain 
and to keep the journals from heat 
ing while running at the highest pres 
sute. Nearly every mile of track has 
been built under hig personal super. 
vision, and every bridge, trestle, and 
culvert owes largely to himself the 
choice of anaterials and method — of 
construction. For years he has been 
what might justly be described as the 
family doctor of the system and hav- 
ing seen it grow almost from birth 
to early manhood, he is thoroughly 
conVversant with its constitution and 
can diagnose those threatening symp. 
toms to which even the systems of 
railways are occasionally subject, and 
apply the necessary prompt treatment 
required. 

Development of Business. 

That “tired feeling,” so often re- 
ferred to as being prevalent in the 
spring has this year no place in the 
records of the Canadian Northern and 
the magnitude of the task which Mr 
Macleod has undertaken can perhaps 
be best shown by a comparison of the 
businéss done by the Canadian North. 
ern system west of Lake Superior in- 
cluding the Prince Albert braneh, 
which is operated by the Canadian 
Northern, but not included in its re 
turns, for the months of May, June, 
and July (to date), for 1906 and 1907.

builder, 
To Improve the Road. 

The ambition of the Canadian Nor- 
thern directorate is to make their 
road bed and rolling stock the finest 
in the world and after mature de 
liberation Mr, MacLeod has been se- 
lected for the task. His special at- 
tention will ‘be first devoted to the 
improvement and maintenance of the 
road bed, bridges, ete., and from end 
to end of the system his mature ex- 
perience and thorough knowledge of 
detail will be brought to bear. 

He will also have a great deal to 

say about the construction and equip. 
mont of new lines, extensions, and 
terminals, and the systematizing of 
the freight and passenger service, It 
is safe to say that within a very short 
time there will not be an employe of 
the road with whose duties he will) 
not be familiar, 

Knows the West. 

His knowledge of the peculiar eli 
mato of the West was also a strong 
factor in his selgction and his ability 
to meet and conquer the elements is 
strongly relied upon. The unfortunate 
experience of last winter’s tie-up is 
hardly likely to oceur again with his 
hand upon the snow plough. 

Comes from Scotland, 

Mr, MacLeod is a native of Skye, 
Invernesshire, Scotland, where he was 
born July 13, 1857, and from whieh 
place his parents emigrated while +e 
was an infant.

SCORES MUNICIPAL 
TRADING SCHEMES 


Unusual Views Expressed By 
Robt. P. Porter In New Book 
On Subject. 


Mr. Robert P! Porter, director of 
the eleventh United States census, 
has been studying the question of 
public ownership and has just writ 
ten a book called. “The Dangers of 
Municipal Ownership,” in which he 
expresses some unusual views. 

The author argues that industrial 
and commercial speculation with 
money raised by taxation, viewed 
from whatever standpoint, is incon 
sistent with the sound and just prin- 
ciples of government. Such trading 
with the publie credit, whether state 
or municipal, must of necessity lead 
to stupendous financial liabilities 
add to the burden of the rates, weak- 
en municipal eredit, bring about in 
equality of taxation, interfere witb 
the natural laws of trade, check in 
dustrial and seientific progress, stop 
invention, discourage individual ef. 
fort, destroy foreign trade, establish 
an army of officials, breed corruption. 
create an aristocracy of labor, demor 
alize the voter, and ultimately make 
socialistic communities of towns and 
cities, 

Advantages of Public Ownership Out- 
weighed. 

The objections to the English or 
American citizen embarking in com. 
mercial business “on the joint credit 
of chimseif and fellow-ratepayers,’’ 
seem to the author to outweigh any 
of the supposed advantages of muni- 
cipal trading, viz.: Cheaper capital, 
better service, higher wages of labor 
(which means that municipal em 
ployes are paid at a higher rate than 
private employes, who contribute, by 
indirect taxation to this higher scale 


of wages, which they do not them 
selves enjoy); profits in relief of rates, 
solicitude for the consumer; deep 


concern for posterity (a eonecern con- 
siderably tempered by leaving future 
generations to redeem large loans); 
escape from the “elaws” of the com- 
panies; superior control of the mon- 
opolies; and, lastly, thaf most fallac 
ious of all claims, “the revival of the 
municipal spirit.” The true municipal 
spirit should have nothing to do with 
either the acquisition or management 
of industries that do not concern the 
well-being and liappiness of all citi 


zens of the community. It may 
rightly regulate and eontrol such in- 
dustries and zealously guard — the 
grauting of rights, privileges, and 


franchises to private companies.

HITS ICEBERG 
IN MIDOCEAN 


North German Lloyd Steamship 
Collides And Withstands 
Impact. 


New York, July 25—With more 
than a thousand passengers on board, 
ireluding the German ambassador to. 
the United States, Baron Speck Von 
Sternberg, the Baroness Von Stern- 
berg, Mr, and Mrs. Elbridge T, Gerry 
and their two daughters, the Kron 
oring Wilhelm, one of the crack At- 
antic liners of the North Gernan 
Lioyd line fleet, from Bremen,struck 
an immense iceberg while in mic 
ocean on her last voyage, 

The steamship was only slightly 
damaged, She struck the berg a 
glaneing blow and was running at re- 
duced speed at the time in a heavy 
fog. The crash was enought to bring 
the steamship to a suddeh stop,how.- 
ever, throwing the passengers to the 
decks and causing the most intense 
excitement, 

Women in the steerage }nelt on the 
decks and = prayed, while others 
screamed and fainted. The ship's of- 
ficers did their utmost to quiet the 
confusion, but were unable to do so 
for several hours, 

According to Mrs. Gerry, there way 
alarm on the vessel for the remainder 
of the night, 

The collision occurred about & 
o’cleck in the evening, The decks 
were crowded with the passengers, 
who could 1.ot indalge in the musical 
and card-playing diversions because 
of the foghorn, which blew continu- 
ously and made everybody apprehen- 
sive of danger, 

Fear Danger. 

“When the steamship struck the 
iceberg,’”’ said Mrs, Gerry, “there was 
a terrible grinding and crunching 
noise. Big pieces of ice fell all over 
the forward deck and everybody 
thought he ¢ould hear water rush- 
ing into the ship, I was greatly fright- 
ened, as was everybody else on board. 
Nobody slept for the remainder of 
the night. We all sat in deck chairs 
except the children, who were put to 
bed. I must say that the ship’s ol- 
ficers could not have acted better un- 
der such trying circumstances, They 
devoted most of their attention to the 
steerage passengers, poor things, who 
were terribly scared.”

Mavement Among French Wo- 
men In Opposition To Large 
Families. 


Paris, July 25.—One of the strang- 
est agitations in the history of Fiane

It is 
an appeal to the women of the nation 
to “strike” against motherhood, 

The agitation has been three years 
in foming to a head. A _ halt-dozen 
women started a league in the little 
town of Roubaix, in northern France, 
and, year by year, it has grown until 
now the membership runs into 
thousands, and league is now strong 
engugh to make its pronouncements 
public. 

The propaganda is centered in the 
towns of Lille, Tourcoing and Mous- 
cron. The walle of these towns and 
of the villages and hanilets nearby 
are covered with flaring sheets, pro- 
claiming a general strike ngainst in- 
creasing the population, and begging 
women to refrain from motherhood.

Nellie Rous- 
sell, a handsome young woman of no 
mean oratorical powers. 

Even those who are violently op- 
posed to her doetrine admit that sh« 
is sincere and that her campaign is 
inspired by humanitarian motives. 

Mine. Roussell has three children of 
her own, but contends that unless a 
husband and wife have sufficient 
means to bring up children comfort- 
ably they ought not to have any.

Edmonton Trimmed Them Beau- 
tifully Last Night. Score 7 
In One Innings. 


Edmonton certainly made a show of 
Medicitie Hat in the game at Dia- 
mond Park last night, getting away 
with a %-1 victory over the Goslight- 
ers in an eight-inning go. 

Benny’s brigade has bumped into 
some very sorrowful wallopings in 
the past few days, but last night’s 
clean up was the biggest heartbreake" 
of the lot, True, it wasn’t a white- 
wash, but the slat-like individual 
who bosses the Hatters adinitted af- 
terwards that he would have preier- 
red a whole row of shut outs to al- 
lowing the Legislators to pile up sev- 
en counters in a_ single innings 
against the crack infield and pitching 
corps he fondly imagines he hes un- 
der contract at present. 

It all happened in the sixth—up to 
that time the losers had a shade the 
better of the argament, although 
neither nine had registered.

Prior to the deluge Barrett had 
only allowed one hit, while Crist had 
been touched up for a trio—one a 
double--and wag navigating in heavy 
weather apparently. 

The Hatters’ downfall was due en- 
tirely to the blow-up of the infield at 
critical times. The dumb work of 
Perry and Benny was enough to take 
the backbone out of any twirler, All 
things considered, it’s surprising the 
score wasn’t larger. , 

For the Hat Westcott, the new 
third baseman was all to the good. 
Everything that came his way was in 
the difficult class, but. he made no 
mishaps; <He* covers “pterity’ of teti- 
tery and can get them over to first 
just a little faster than anything in 
the league, Both McKain and Tot- 
man pulled off pretty running 
eatehes, but the latter’s muff of 
Ford’s fly in the sixth was very disas- 
treus. Hamilton was the goods with 
the bat. 

The Legislators were none too bril- 
liant even with such an extensive 
win to the good. Grimes is back in 
the game at right garden,, Bennett 
moving over to centre and Blexrud 
at leit, Harper put up his usually 
brilliant game at short and when he 
led off with a single in the sixth he 
was given a great ovation. Lussi. was 
also prominent, both in the field and 
at bat. Crist’s pitching did not look 
as good gs on other occasions, al- 
though he gov six on the strike-out 
business and only issued one pass. 
He had a very elusive out shoot that 
stood him in good stead. but ire- 
quently he had to resort to a straight 
one when the indicator showed two 
and three, two of the hits being thus 
secured. Blexrud was prominent with 
the willow, but was not as brilliant 
in the right garden as he has hith- 
erto been in leit. Bennett was there 
with his spectacular catch, robbing 
Westcott of a double in the second 
by getting under his -high one after 
a great sprint over into rigit field, 
Although the crowd demanded Bar- 
rett’s removal from the box midway 
in the sixth, Benny compelled him to 
fintsh the chapter. Perry pitched the 
last two innings, never allowing a hit, 
but issuing three passes. Westcott 
replaced him at short and Barrett 
went on at third. There were a couple 
of mishaps during the game. In the 
fifth Zurlage tagged Blexrud as the 
lauer was coming down to first at top 
speed, doubling up the runner ior a 
minute or two to recover his wind, In 
the opening of the ninth Westcott 
was hit on the head with a pitched 
ball keeling him over at the plate. 
He came to in a couple of minutes, 
however, but will carry a lump there 
of considerable dimensions for some 
days to come.
